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In Fane laſt we were at Cypris, where we received 
a Popiſh Prieſt on. Board, of the Order of St. Francs, 


who came in a little Bark over from the Holy Land, 


wheff hg hag bgen to W orthip thayHoly Sepulchre ; 
he gave a'large Account of- his Pilgmage, the Hard- 
nels and Tediouſneſs of his:T ravels, the ſeveral Dan- 
gers and Ditliculties of ris Journey: But withall, the 
great ſatisfafion þe had taken in fo bleſt an Ulnderta- 
king, behaving it at his firſt coming, as if an auſtere 
mortified life and he had been well acquainted ; where- 
by he endeavoured to perſwade the Commander and 
Ships-Companyz-- that as was his habit, ſuch was his 
heart, greatly Religious and Devour, ' The Boatfwain 
hath a Lad of great Innocency, and comely of Body, 
to whom this Franciſcan preſently began to joyn, and 
to Conſort himſelf with ; and wheneyer he could get 
him alone, would not only be givitig*him what good 
thingy he:could obtain for-him, , bur allo be prefling 
Money upon him : All which the Lad could digeſt 
very well. Bur then the Pricfts undecent behaviour 
towards him, every foot kiſhng and {labbering his face, 
and thruſting kis hand intorhis Breeches, not only ren- 
dred the Company of this-Sodomatiſb"ranciſcan Prieſt, 
very troubleſome and burdenſome ro him, bur in- 
creaſed the Lads wonder, what the Fryer would be ar, 
as no way apprehending his meaning. | 
Ar laſt he grew ſo unſufferably impudent to the 
Boy, asmade hit decline being alone for his fake; and 
complaining to his Maſter the Boatſwain, and two 
other of the Ships- Company, then inthe Cabbin, they 
could not forbear ſmiling tothink whataSanQimanious 
Sudomiteſh Hypocrite they had gor Aþoard ; and the 
better to deteRt his Hypocrific; and Ity open his Ro- 
gucry, told the boy in plain terms what they gueſt the 
Prieſt 
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: Prieſt would be at; and rhatefaie (dviſithimio defend 
himſelf - from: bim as well as he could'; ſcarce had: he 
got from'theſe'perſons;” but: the Prieſt followed him iti 
all places where he could meet him alone, thruſting his 
privy Members wita-the boys hands, with other ſuch- 
like abominable treatments, not fit te be named. The 
poor Youth being by this tneans almoſt wearied of -his 
life by his :prophane Prieſt, 'confulted ways baw. to 
pet 'rid from the continual Converſation of ſuch :4 
veaſtly wreech, at laſt was: adviſed to fall upob this 
courſe. >" 2195-03. 19 þ 1-4. von 
Hegets a good Courage, and at laſt pretends to yield 
to his Luft, appointing him a dark place in the Ship, at 
ſuch an hour to meet him, and to let him have his will 
of him ; at which the Prieſt was fo over-joyed, that he 
gives the Lad a ſum of money, and many kifles, and fo 
departs. At the time appointed the boy comes there, 
having firſt provided himſelf with a good Knife, which 
he had prepared on purpoſe, made as ſharp as a Razor : 
The Prieſt, he is for Courting the boy to pull down his 
breeches, the boy bids the Prieſt pull down his firſt ; 
at which the Prieſt made not many words; but the boy 
not being-ſo forward as he, he beginswith his old trade 
of thruſting his Privy-members into the boys hand, 
which he never ſuffered him to do fo willingly before; 
for ſo ſoon as he had got good hold of it, he cuts ir off 
to the very root, leaving only the ſtump to diſtinguiſh 
Sexes; at which the Fryer ragred qur, and made fuch ati 
horrible Cry, that affighted DRONE; GOIN that 
were ar place, who all come running to them 
with what haſte they could make ; and having a light 
brought them, there they found the poor Buggering- 
Fryer with his breeches about his heels, and his ſhirr 
about his waſte, and his hand upon his wounded parts, 
not 


- not daring to let go, leſt all the blood fhould run © out of 
his beaſtly body, and he dye upon the ſpor.' 

| The A ce of the Ship and his Mate were 
foon called, and all poflible means uſed to ſtench the 
blood; which, in fine, they did, and by Application of 
' proper Medicines, ſet him upon his legs again, that 
he was able to walk into the Laraxeno, among others 
' to undergo his quarintine, as is uſual ; but ſo ſoon as 
the wound was healed, and himſelf well he flees out of 
the Laragetto before his time, and marches off, TOY 
never been heard of to this day, 
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
